• 


A few days a^o wo i'isited.ihe extensive 


fish ponils of Colonel 1>C l.ii Veignc. 
Though, ilie work was^ Kai dly under way, 
we found :\ urcat deaf to interest us. As 
we had no nute bojrk with • us, we will not 
go'into the detaii/«f this business, but give 
the general otufines of it. 
• 


We first saw a pond in which were about 


seventy m/wntain trout, caught by the cpl- 
onel hipfeelf 
in 
the 
mountains, 
and 


broughno his place. Other ponds con- 
taine«about 200 move of these trout. Most 
of these are two years old, anil of good 
size for eating, but they will be kept for 
reproducing purposes. 
They reproduce 


very rapidly, one-female trout laying at 
least 500 eggs. 
Near the mountain'trout 


is a.hospital where the sick trout arc suc- 
ccssfalty treated on allopathic principles. 


A little distance .-..off arc three other 


ponds containing about 1,300 brook trput 
which were bought a few inonllis ago'in 
Denver from a party' who , lad brought 
. them from the east. The brook trout are 
decidedly the "gainest" 
of the 
trout 


species,. We were much interested in 
seeing-them partake of a little lunch of 
beef liver. .Some of them would jump 
clear out of the water to grab a piece held 
over the water, while over the long pieces 
there would be a terrific struggle for full 
possession between two or three trout who 
mijht have hold of it. 


Next we went into the nursery, a cov- 


ered stone building, which wa-i Ailed with 
youngsters. There were about 55.000 baby 
brook trout and 3,500 lake trout. It will 
be about two ) ears before these fish will 
be large enough to send to market. 


These are fed on ground liver made 


into a soup with about one tablespoonful 
of meat to hatf a pint of water. This de- 
partment is the most interesting of all. 
Unusual care is given to their culture. 
The methods of hatching and' rais' „ 
them is exceedingly inteits'iPg. Tends 
outside have been prepaied for these f 
to whirb they will soon be removed.

detectives, who corroborate the "count" of 
the Leadville police! The railroads have 
all absolutely refused to transput money 
and valuables to and from I.ca'dville ex- 
cept at th'e owner's risk. What the rob: 
bers want is money rather than bullion, 
although it is probable that they will raid, 
the bullion transports."
